If you 
say apostles, prophets, &c. are not 
among the gifts of the spirit, I would 
observe that Paul speaks of Christ as- 
cending to heaven, and gave gifts to 
men, and he gave some apostles, &c. 
And you will find the same body and 
the completeness of the body referred 
tothere, as in the 12th of Cor. In 
Ephe. he says; 4: 16, ‘From whom 
the whole body fitly joined together 
and compacted by that which every 
joint supplieth,” &c., &c., and in Cor. 
11: 14-28, he describes the complete- 
ness of the body as not being one mem- 
ber but many, and that the eye can’t 
say to the ear, | have no need of thee;
